Following the example set Con- 
necticut and California, the Massachu- 
setts House Representatives has ap- 
proved “lemon law” designed 
protect car buyers from being stuck with 
the proverbial lemon. The bill defines 
lemon car that requires four visits 
the shop, needs repairs requiring 
consecutive business days for the same 
defect, within one year 15,000 miles 
its purchase. Under the bill, which still 
needs Senate approval, the buyer 
lemon would entitled full refund 
replacement. 

Submitted the House Represen- 
tative Marie Howe (D-Somerville), the 
bill differs from versions passed other 
states that the “comparable replace- 
ment” for the defective car must 
acceptable the buyer the lemon; this 
provision, Howe hopes, will keep sellers 
from replacing one lemon with another. 
According MassPIRG attorney Joel 
Airio, the language the bill would also 
clarify the vague wording existing 
consumer-protection measures. 

Because the bill has encountered 
opposition far, Howe thinks its 
chances the Senate are “very good.” 
Airio, however, little more skeptical. 
“Around the State House, you have 
hedge your bets,” says.

big and moves fast, legend now 
has it, that once even got speeding 
ticket. Its 25-millimeter cannon spits out

Troops all over the world 
ride armored personnel carriers. They 
this mainly because somebody orders 
them and also because riding better 
than walking, especially when someone 
else doing the driving and when what 
you are riding armor-plated and 
protects you from hostile rocks, arrows, 
poison darts, and bullets. 

But not all bullets, seems. And 
certainly not shaped rounds that tend 
pierce armor. And therein lies the rub, 
the critics. These critics include some 
congressmen, 124 whom tried unsuc- 
cessfully earlier this month stop the 
Defense Department from spending $800 
million this year (and much $13.5 
billion altogether) this vehicle until 
the Army puts through more tests. 

“The biggest problem that the Army 
run adequate tests the Brad- 
ley,” said Bill Andresen, aide 
Congressman Meldon Levine (D- 
California). Levine, whose district 
heavily laden with defense contractors, 
including least one working the 
Bradley, sponsored the ill-fated bill 
curtail funding for the personnel carrier. 

“The Army,” Andresen continued, 
“says the Bradley impervious 
percent the Soviet weapons would 
likely confront battle.

least two trifling problems can arise 
when shaped armor-piercing 
slams into personnel carrier. The 
armored wall gets smashed up, and 
fragments metal called spall start 
flying around among the infantrymen 
inside. Our most advanced M113s have 
lining inserted behind the armor cut 
down the amount spall, but 
Andresen says there such 
protective liner the Bradley because 
it’s considered too expensive. 

Spall just bit less frightening than 
the other potential problem, namely, 
fireball. Three years ago, the British 
demonstrated what can happen when 
aluminum armor hit shaped 
antitank shell. Aluminum melts and 
vaporizes temperature lower 


certainly sounds impressive when

called vaporifics fireball 
inside the carrier. The fireball can get you 
one three ways with noxious gases, 
with light that causes third-degree 
burns and temporary blindness, and with 
pressure that can collapse your lungs and 
rupture your eardrums. 

“The aluminum armor 
thicker than the M113 protect the men 
from machine gun and rifle bullets,” 
Andresen said, “but that just provides 
more aluminum feed the fire when 
hit antitank round, the vaporific 
effects the Bradley could worse 
than other vehicles. The British test 
raised lot questions our minds, 
and asked the Army, and turns out 
that they never once fired antitank 
charge the Bradley see what would 
happen terms vaporifics. 

“They did fire one prototype, 
the fuel-tank area determine the fire- 
suppression system works, and worked 
put out the fire one-10th 
second. The problem that vaporific 
effects occur milliseconds, long before 
the fire-suppression system goes into 
effect. Also, there’s diesel fuel the gas 
tank, which serves added layer 
armor between the shell 
aluminum armor. that, too, 
diminishes the vaporific effect. asked 
the Army replicate the British tests 
see what would happen before spend 
$13.5 billion build 7000 vehicles. 
Compare that proposed $23.5 billion 
the missile system. are talking 
about lot money here.” 

And there are other problems with the 
Bradley. feet high, two feet taller 
than the new and even more con- 
troversial tank. That profile makes 
very tempting target. also noisy, 
causing critics wonder its noise will 
draw fire the allegedly quieter tanks 
that are supposed travel with the 
Bradley. 

But the Army has been steadfast 
resisting this onslaught ABVMs 
anti-Bradley verbal missiles. The Army 
has been trying for years build 
better personnel carrier, with little suc- 
cess. Now touting the Bradley, 
much more complicated and expensive 
piece hardware than the original plans 
called for, “an infantryman’s dream,” 
vehicle that not only transports infan- 
try, but also fights its own. for 
fireballs, the Army told Congressman 
Levine that vaporific effects are con- 
sideration secondary importance be- 
cause armor-piercing shell would kill 
anyone inside anyway. 


certainly true that nothing 
perfect, certainly nothing that sent into 
combat.

Dickson described the woman 
happy drunk,” who tried climb 
the bar dance later the 
evening. Sometime after that, the 
woman left with the older guy. 

The older guy was Thomas 
McDonald, Holbrook resident who 
testified for the defense. McDonald 
said the woman few 
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when she approached him 
buy her drink. said they left the 
bar and sat parked car fora 
while, talking. said the woman 
then asked him move her car out 
sight the road. said her 
husband would looking for 
McDonald testified. said, ‘See you 
later,’ and dropped her off the 
‘library [across from Villa] and 
went home.” 


McDonald wasn’t the only witness 
called the defense attempt 
portray the woman something less 
than virginal beauty queen. Robert 
Simpson, another patron Matt’s 
Villa, said the woman also 
approached him and all the other 
men the bar looking for 
companionship and drink. 
had her arm around two men,” 
testified. “She was kissing them, 
back and forth.” described the 
woman drunk and incoherent. 

was only turn fate that 
brought the woman back Dickson 


and his friends. testified that the 


crowd was leaving the bar she 
drove by, and that Aldoupolis yelled 
and waved she went past. The 
woman slowed, turned, and drove 
back. was action that the talk- 
show faithful cite evidence that 
the woman got what she deserved. 
(The talk-show faithful, course, 
were exactly the crowd that called 
berate the courts and lawyers 
when the five young defendants 
were given their light original 


sentences. Notoriety, well fame, 


seems fleeting.) 

Dickson told the court that 
Aldoupolis spoke with the woman 
through her car window. The details 
the conversation are known only 
Aldoupolis and the woman. 
Whatever was said, Dickson 
testified, persuaded the woman 
open the door and surrender the 
wheel. 

This seemingly casual act was met 
with excitement the other six 
friends. shouted, ‘Al just 
scored with married 
Dickson testified. Aldoupolis told his 
friends bring their beer and follow 
him the high-tension wires. 

Aldoupolis led the strange caravan 
three cars off the main road and 
half mile down dirt road 
abandoned piggery. They parked 
and Aldoupolis got out the car, 
retrieved beer, and then got back 
with the woman, locking the doors. 

Dickson said and his friends 
stood around the car the sub- 
freezing night. said saw 
Aldoupolis talking with the woman 
and putting his arm around her. 
Then, without change his quiet 
monotone, Dickson said, “At that 
time unzipped his pants. 
pulled her head down and had oral 


Outside the car, according the 
testimony, the six friends began 
beat the car, calling “Let in.” 

Things quickly got out control. 
After Aldoupolis was finished 
(Dickson estimated the act took five 
minutes), the other friends piled 
the car, fondling and feeling the 
woman. Those the back seat 
pulled off her blouse and bra; those 
the front seat, Dickson among 
them, pulled off her slacks and 
underpants. have good 
time,” Dickson quoted one 
defendant saying. easy. 

Whatever the woman had felt 
about her situation before, she was 
clearly scared now. Dickson said she 
told the men the crowded car 
leave her alone. She asked them 
stop it. “At that time, she looked 
confused,” Dickson said. “She 
looked scared, like she didn’t know 
what would happen.” 

What happened, according 
Dickson, was more sex. Robert 
Tarr pulled the woman’s head down 
and unzipped his pants “and got oral 
sex from her,” Dickson said. What 


that the defense would use turn 
the shame the woman: she asked 
for money. 

“She said she wanted $200,” 
Dickson said. said that she 
would give everyone oral sex for 
$200.” 

Dickson’s testimony was shock. 
Prosecutor Gerald Kirby had 
mentioned the offer his opening 
arguments; was necessary 
strategy deny the defense control 
and first use powerful weapon. 
The woman’s offer can 
interpreted anything from 
drunken bravado the reaction 
frightened, confused woman, 
looking for means survival 
she stripped naked seven men,

“Put yourself that woman’s 
position,” Kirby urged the jury his 
closing arguments. have seven 
men not little boys. Seven men. 
Can you imagine the frenzy that 
car? Eight people that car. Eight 
them she could have gotten 
and left don’t you think she would 
have?” 

The jury, its verdict, gave its 
answer. The young men the car 
didn’t stop consider the question 
for long. Someone answered the 
offer pouring beer the woman. 
“Everybody was laughing about it,” 
Dickson testified while his wife sat 
the courtroom, wringing her hands 
and bowing her head. “We all 
agreed, laughing because knew 
didn’t have $200.” 

The laughing friends then got out 
the car, leaving the woman with 
Joe Tarr. 

“Did you make any other 
observations?” Kirby asked the 
witness. 

“Just that she looked scared,” said 
Dickson. 

Dickson said Joe Tarr had 
intercourse with the woman while 
Aldoupolis clambered onto the car 
roof and jumped and down, 
shouting action!” 
Aldoupolis, Dickson testified, then 
jumped off the car, kicked the 
taillights, and ripped the gas-cap 
cover off the car.

The other friends stood around the 
car calling for their turns. Dickson 
said saw the woman was crying.

Well, Westmoreland became 
publicly enraged, for one thing. Then out 
came Guide with report contending 
that the preparation the documentary 
had violated the network’s internal 
guidelines. Guide also charged that 
the program was biased that allotted 
far more time Westmoreland’s critics 
than his supporters. addition, 
Guide reported that the documentary’s 
researchers began with the assumption 
that such troop-count conspiracy had 
existed, rather than coming such 
conclusion after examining the evidence.

Labour won the borough 


while losing the election

LACKBURN, ENGLAND 
now the world knows 

about the great political 
triumph British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher and her Tory 
band. What remarkable woman 
she is! Not only did she crush the 
Labour party and the Social 
Democrat-Liberal Alliance 
June but doing she 
became the first Conservative 
prime minister this century 
elected second consecutive 
term. All this even though un- 
employment has soared during 
her reign, from 5.4 percent 1979 
13.3 percent today. Currently 
3,049,000 people out popu- 
lation 45,870,000 are out 
work, and more will probably lose 
their jobs, she admits. 

During the campaign ahd elec- 
tion, was Blackburn, Lan- 
cashire, city about 150,000 
some miles northwest Man- 
chester. had been there once 
before, briefly: intern the 
House Commons, accom- 
panied Jack Straw, the Labour 
Party member who represents 
the area, trip there 1980. 
Late this spring went back 
work the re-election campaign 
former employer. For three 
frenzied weeks spent time 
sticking oversized party propa- 
ganda into tiny mailboxes and 
trying persuade people vote 
for the Labour candidate. the 
end, Straw won. Indeed, even 
increased his share the vote, 
though the election was close 
nonetheless. 

There were, the Beatles once 
noted, “400 holes Blackburn, 
Lancashire,” more holes, per- 
haps, than 
who have little reason venture 
this city. Once one the 
centers Britain’s cotton-textile 
industry, today Blackburn has 
fallen hard times. Many the 
sturdy red-brick mills are aban- 
doned, their windows boarded 
over with planks. The long rows 
brick terraced homes that were 
built after World War for the 
textile workers now house some 
workers, old-age pensioners, and 
young children, well many 
the town’s 7923 unemployed. 
Such is, Blackburn not one 
Margaret Thatcher’s showcase 
cities. 

Why, during this time eco- 
nomic hardship, did the British 
the very 
woman whom many consider 
directly responsible for 
hardship? That question, and the 
question whether 
program will eventually lead 
prosperity, leave the political 
scientists and the economists. 
What observed from cam- 
paigning, and what found most 
interesting, that, though the 
Conservatives won the election, 


they have not captured the peo-, 


ple’s hearts.

Mary sat the headquarters 
the Blackburn Labour Party, vis- 
ibly ill ease. 
woman about years, with 
thinning hair and rapidly blink- 
ing eyes, she sounded strained 
and tired. She had just spent all 
her husband’s dole money for 
the week taxi ride see Jack 
Straw, she explained. Could 
persuade the Department 
Health and Social Security 
(DHSS) increase her 
unemployment benefits? 

“Four quid all you get. Four 
pound week, that’s nothing,” 
she said thick Lancashire 
accent.

fare office. nothing new; 
MPs with working class consti- 
tuency lead curious doublt life. 
Although they spend their week- 
days Westminster, the week- 
ends they return their consti- 
tuencies hold advice sessions 
shabby low-rent offices. There 
they sort out problems with con- 
stituents’ unpaid bills, immigration 
cases, delayed health benefits 
just about every sort problem. 
Blackburn these problems did 
not cease because there was 
election on. 

haggard-looking couple ar- 
rived soon after Mary with 
urgent request for housing 
transfer. The young woman, very 
pregnant, wore tatty, 
sweater. Her husband 
three-day stubble his chin and 
tattoos and down both arms. 
Another woman, with only four 
teeth her mouth, all black, held 
firmly the hand her teenage 
daughter. she talked about the 
hole her roof and the damp 
her council flat (subsidized public 
housing), her daughter kept lift- 
ing her sleeve scratch nasty 
red welt her wrist. “Oooo. 
Look arm. just itches. 
Oooo. don’t know where the 
bloody thing came from, but 
just itches,” she repeated over 
and over. 

One day, the same woman 
came into the office three times 


with legal problems. Dressed 


battered orange leather jacket, 
her stiff yellow hair falling over 
her face, and her eyelids heavily 
coated with turquoise eye 
shadow, she brought shaky, 
hand her mouth take pull 
from cigarette. trouble 
you, luv,” she said with 
embarrassed smile, have 
nowhere else go.” 

Mahmood, 
citizen Pakistani descent who 
works bus driver, knocked 
the door back-to-back flat, 
canvassing for the Labour Party. 
quiet woman with large dark 
eyes, wrapped flowing silk 
sari, opened the door. Mahmood 
spoke her Urdu, the lan- 
guage spoken Pakistan (and 
often Blackburn). The woman 
nodded her head the mention 
“neighbor” and later shook her 
head the mention 

wonder the Asian vote 
was somewhat safe for Labour 
this area. The local Conservative 
candidate, for all 
assertions the contrary, was 
prominent member the Mon- 
day Club, right-wing organiza- 
tion that recently advocated 
sending many Asians back 
India and Pakistan. Thatcher had 
not endeared herself many 
Asians with her British Nationali- 
Act, which was instituted two 
years ago. That measure greatly 
restricts the number Asians 
allowed visit and immigrate 
Britain. 

Many the Asians came 
Blackburn (and ‘to Liverpool, 
Birmingham, and other North- 
west and Midlands commercial 
centers) during the work 
the factories. They arrived with 
dreams earning enough money 
bring over their But 
countless industries coal, steel,

wool failed, Asians often 
found themselves without jobs. 
And they found increasingly 
difficult bring their families 
into the country part be- 
cause financial obstacles, but 
also because the new immi- 
gration restrictions. 

Some Asians have solved their 
financial problems opening 
small businesses, which they 


keep open for long hours, well 


Sundays, when most other 
shops are closed. their hard 
work has paid off, the Asians’ 
entrepreneurial success has had 
considerable impact the Brit- 
ish social habits and landscape. 
Today children still gather 
front the local fish-and-chips 
shop, but more often than not 
they also frequent the small 
Indian sweet shops. And few 
English towns are without their 
Keema Keebab stand Best 
Tandoori restaurant. 

resolve their immigration 
difficulties, the Asians have 
begun rely their local MPs. 
This means that today MPs 
northern and urban constituen- 
cies, many them members 
the Labour Party, spend great 
deal their time pressing immi- 
gration cases before the British 
Home Office trying arrange 
entry permits for wives hoping 
reunited with their husbands, 
not for good, then least for 
brief visit. 

MP, Jack Straw did 
great deal this sort consti-. 
tuent work; the Asian community 
showed its gratitude during the 
election. Although they make 
only percent the population 
Blackburn, the Asians con- 
tributed disproportionate 
amount both time and money 
the local Labour campaign. 
Political leaflets written 
the languages ‘of Pakistan and 
India weve distributed many 
households. Local Asian leaders 
held public meetings the city’s 
eight mosques. Cars with Labour 
posters them drove through 
town with foreign languages blar- 
ing over their portable speakers. 

The Asians’ political involve- 
ment and 
though welcomed Labour, has 
nevertheless caused resentment, 
and that resentment came across 
with disturbing frequency the 
doorstep. “Now don’t get 
nothing,” said one unemployed 
machinist the front his 
council flat. “But reckon 
should keep the Pakis out. not 
voting Labour because 
for them.”

Crying the beloved country 


Nadine Gordimer and the liberation the novel

the flagging energies the novel 
are revived, likely not will 

through the dissident sensibility. 
lecture delivered last October New 
York, the South African novelist Nadine 
Gordimer quoted liberally from Milan 
Kundera, Giinter Grass, and Gabriel 
Garcia Marquez, whose work like 
Gordimer’s charged with the sense 
exile. Hers self-imposed exile, 
political and spiritual rather than physi- 
cal, since she’s lived and worked all her 
life her native land. Underneath her 
preoccupation with the evils apartheid 
the “pact racism and capitalism” 
that runs through every detail South 
African life there flows equally 
pressing disaffection from the European 
traditions (social, moral, literary) that 
have nourished her own development 
novelist and social critic. 

fiction attracted wide- 
spread attention this country only with 
the publication her two most recent 
novels, Burger’s Daughter (1979) and 
July’s People (1982), and the short-story 
collection Embrace (1982), 
but she’s always drawn large 
Britain. Which isn’t surprising, since 
her writing isn’t just unmistakably Euro- 
pean, it’s also thoroughly British: her 
language cool, analytical, even austere, 
with its irony and restrained passion. 
the opulent, descriptive detail situ- 
ation and physical environment, the 
layered nuances moral and psycho- 
logical development individual lives, 
she’s true child the Western novel. 
Penguin has now reprinted three 
Gordimer’s earlier novels: The Late 
Bourgeois World (1966); Guest 
Honour (1970); and The Conservationist, 
which won her England’s coveted Book- 
Prize 1974. It’s these novels that 
the American reader can track her long 
slow journey away from Europeanism. 
here that she begins the patient 
projects peeling back the disparate 
layers European ways seeing 
(colonialism, liberalism, the worship 
the machine) and prising away 
ossified, alien culture from its panicky 
clutch upon African life. Here, too, she 
starts tugging the fraying edges the 
Western cherished notions 
individual heroism, progress, and morali- 
ty, she sets its stock heroes down 
foreign soil and watches them unravel. 
her scrutiny also shedding; she’s 


writing herself out Europe, finding 
ways, self-consciously, become 
African writer. white writer has 
make the decision whether remain 
responsible the dying white order,” 
she said her lecture, “or declare 
himself positively answerable the 
order struggling born.” 

The Late Bourgeois World, short 
novel banned South Africa when 
first appeared, spans single day, but 
like all fiction its narrative 
broadened through the introspection 
its principal character, young Johan- 
nesburg lab technician named Elisabeth 
Van Den Sandt. Elisabeth receives word 
that her ex-husband, Max, has com- 
mitted suicide driving his car into 
Cape Town harbor. she moves 
through the day’s tasks driving 
through the veld her son 
boarding school tell him the news; 
visiting her senile grandmother; talking 
things over with her lover, Graham; 
preparing dinner for black activist 
Elisabeth slides between past and pre- 
sent, trying retrieve the world 
inhabited with Max years ago. world 
whose logical outcome, she begins see, 
his death, “something which 
contemporary being said, quietly: 

The son prominent industrialist 
and member the all-white South 
African parliament, Max Van Den Sandt 
had grown home not merely 
stifling its conventionality but stripped 
ordinary affection. had shaped 
him the stunted emotions, the volatile 
commitments, the gift for the politically 
futile act, the fanatic. From the first 
acts adolescent rebellion (burning his 
father’s clothes) the planting 
amateurish home-made bomb betray- 
ing his associates turning state witness 
to, finally, his poor little suicide, 
revolt was flailing backlash. Unable 
reflect learn, struggled throw off 
his parents’ values but succeeded only 
triumphed him, passing on, like 
family nose chin, the rage succeed.” 

The Late Bourgeois World Gordimer 
tries grasp the legacy that produced 
the tragically distorted vision and inef- 
fectual acts South Africa’s young 
white saboteurs the early ‘60s. the 
light her present life, Elisabeth 
meditates the antiquated culture Max 


had inherited: “Grow big, have job, 
married, pray the blond Christ the 
white people’s church, give the nanny 
your old clothes. This same morning and 
our lives were here and Max had been 
prison and was dead and was not 
widow.” the post-Sharpeville years 
terrorism and banned organizations, 
Elisabeth has sunk 
quiescence; she does nothing wrong, but 
she does nothing. That same evening her 
dinner guest, Luke Fokase, member 
the all-black Pan-African Congress 
working out Basutoland, asks her 
make available bank account through 
which can funnel illegal funds from 
London. Frightened the risk (the last 
person this has been placed under 
house arrest), Elisabeth lies awake and 
assesses her situation: life and 
death have been personal tragedy, 
endures nonetheless history lesson 
for his ex-wife. 

The Late Bourgeois 
measured, contemplative novel which 
action and event stream through the 
familiar routines the everyday 
shopping, driving, visiting, napping, eat- 
ing, inner and outer conversation. Driven 
the impulse sum her age, 
Elisabeth consults her lover, half jest.

the “dying fall” suggests the vague

beginnings. Colonel Evelyn James Bray 
emerges from semi-retirement rural 
England celebrate the independence 
fledgling African state whose 
freedom movement supported 
colonial administrator years before. 
Cerebral, principled, passionately op- 
posed injustice, Bray the exemplary 
liberal hero who has long since anti- 
cipated the end colonial rule: “We 
were lot ants milling around rigor 
mortis with the Union Jack flying over 
it.... But now think ought leave 
them alone.” But can’t, For 


Gordimer, comes the same thing:

Anne Tyler cooks storm

American fiction with the Tulls 
Dinner the Homesick Restaurant 
her first family truly doomed 
characters. And now that the paperback 
out and months tallies are in, 
seems that Benjamin DeMott knew his 
stuff when announced the New 
York Times Book Review, border 
crossing.” That is, was correct 
suggesting that the landscape the 
contemporary imagination, there 
well-defined area where writers can 
considered serious, and that 
conscious crossing into that area would 
not questioned. would, fact, place 
her beyond questioning. 

readers and reviewers not only 
applauded the move but attended the 
housewarming and met the family, 
mother Pearl and the three Tull children: 
the less loved son, Cody, who sets out 
ruin brother Ezra’s life and succeeds; the 
frightened daughter Jenny, now mind- 
less mother who keeps taking hus- 
bands and babies the hope being 
jolted into feeling; and watery Ezra, who 
calm, limpid, that efforts 
dredge his sorrow describing the 
weird meals serves his restaurant 
leave the surface his character un- 
disturbed. 

“None the three Tull children 
manages cut loose from the family 
past; each is, degree, stunted.” With 
that observation, and its curious, unwar- 
ranted qualification, DeMott summed 
Tyler’s method passage. more wry 
polished novels about marriage and 
babies and the rest the cargo 
lightly, one afternoon, agree take on. 
more witty charting-out the 


been more than year since Anne 


illusions and expectations that society, 
that turncoat, feeds make the 
agreement seem sweetly destined. 
more funny Tyleresque walks from these 
same characters later, they traipse 
along, staggering under the weight. 
Compulsions, vendettas, 
abilities love these are the burdens 
the Tulls have bear. The enduring 
question her previous eight books 
should travel light? moot: these 
people aren’t going anywhere. judge 
the enormous success this book, 
Tyler has gone psychological way 
that deeply appeals our notions how 
the world works. She offers human- 
izing process disillusion; all the 
important action takes place child- 
hood, before illusions have chance 
rear their pretty heads. Not only there 
redemption the slow lessons 
adulthood, there growing up. The 
Tulls only grow more fetal within the 
circumstances their past. 

What talking about here the 
tyranny childhood experience. Two 
weeks after DeMott’s announcement, 
Time and Newsweek came out with their 
celebrations this theme. “Cody hates 
Pearl for favoring Ezra and for her 
rampages which she used scream 
‘Parasites. wish all die and let 
free. wish find you dead your 
explained Jean 
Strouse, who then recalled 
moment between Jenny and her young 
child. “She slammed face into 
her Peter Rabbit dinner plate and gave 
her bloody nose. Was this what came 
that you never could escape?” Uh- 
huh, said R.Z. Sheppard, 
nearly identical review how “family 
anger takes different forms.” all 


reminded Strouse Tolstoy: Tyler 
“gives fresh life the famous line, 
‘Every unhappy family unhappy its 
own 

But there was anything Tolstoy 
couldn’t stand, was card-carrying, 
angst-talking nihilists who had never 
come close believing God. Without 
the struggle with hope and faith, without 
the pain falling from grace, nihilism 
the faintest breath tragedy. 
Neither unhappy families. their 
unhappy products. Fevered gusts self- 
doubt and might have cleared 
thickened the air the Tulls’ Baltimore 
row house, but the compulsions and 
cruelties Cody and Ezra and Pearl and 
Jenny are too automatic, too mechanical- 
traced back source, too much 
final consequence the long gone, 
have that sort energy. Not that this 
hurt the sales Dinner the Homesick 
audience knew what 
expect, seeing that Pearl, though 
loving her children with grim passion, 
had tendency call them cockroaches 
and push them down flights stairs, and 
that Beck, the mincing, pomade-haired, 
traveling-salesman father, had aban- 
doned them when they were young. 
Leaving, Sheppard pointed out, “the 
black hole around which his wife Pearl 
and the children live,” linking them 
forever, words, “with the 
terrible, never-explained rupture: their 
father’s disappearance.” 

The language sure gets lively the 
subject abandonment. Well, why not 
twist knife the guilt generation 
single mothers, weekend fathers, and 
millions soon-to-be-divorced parents 
the consequences the actions 
take parents are, after all, national 
obsession. Why not receive 
viewers and authors what ask child 
psychologists? But are also the 
generation est and Dianetics and 
store-front therapy. Whether Tyler has 
arrived seriousness addressing the 
guilt and fear parents appealing 
the self-justifying responses injured 
children-come-adults remains open 
question. doesn’t matter, since she fails 
both forms national unease. Not her 


conclusions, but her aesthetic. 


Certainly early wounds, casually in- 
flicted and deeply felt, can become 
fiction, life, entrapments final 
those pronounced the Delphic Oracle. 
Confronting such entrapments has been 
the stuff the great modern interior 
monologues. The structure Dinner 
the Homesick Restaurant suggests that 
this the sort thing Tyler had mind; 
and the beginning her shifting nar- 
ratives promise some excitement. 
Surely Pearl and Cody have much say 
after all, wild hearts live behind acts 
child abuse and malevolent designs 
against innocent brothers. How much 
have heard had Tyler gotten serious 
about this narrative technique which 
has been employed writers dis- 
parate Manuel Puig, William Faulkner, 
and Gail Godwin and brought her 
characters forth sweat out under the 
bright lights their own skewed per- 
ceptions. there had been any straining 
against the confines limited under- 
standing, any ennobling eccentricity, any 
reconsidered passion, that’s where 
have learned it. 


Thus far, Tyler shown this kind 
emotional range. When the need for 
some sort explanation arises, she 
retreats into mechanics. Lest for 
moment assume that Cody truly desires 
Ruth, the only woman Ezra will ever love 
and loved by, lest forget for 
instant that his stealing her logical 
extension childhood practical jokes 
vengeful intent, Tyler makes Ruth dull, 
homely, unspirited. Where want 
struggle (after all, Cody not only makes 
Ezra miserable actually marries 
Ruth), least flicker no, this 
too damn mean even for me,” Tyler 
floats away from Cody’s heart and 
hovers playfully over Ruth 
wearing worn-out tennis shoes and 
eating cornflakes stirring one her 
endless vegetable soups. It’s old 
light touch, and neutralizes the book’s 
saddest moment. She never does tell 
what need hear: yes, screwy, 
blighted, victims our past, but there’s 
still some fight left us.

Now” that they offer local artists 
alternative the commercial path 
public exposure and recognition.

The problem may 
irremediable, but culling the work 
artists from nearly 800 slide sub- 
missions, the ICA has done nothing 
improve upon commercial system that 
sets artists against one another. Those 
who make the final cut get think 
themselves winners; the rest have 
struggle not regard themselves 
losers. The only certain winner the 
ICA, which gets lot publicity for 
running the contest and bolsters its 
authority declaring handful artists 
grumbling about the whole affair, not 
only from artists who aren’t included but 
from some who are. 

The most surprising aspect this 
“Boston: Now” the number 
returning artists evidently the ICA 
thinks lot the people who were hot 
last year are still hot. The repeaters 
include some favorite Boston 
artists, such Ralph Helmick, Doug 
Anderson, and Rick Harlow. Still, any- 
one who follows the gallery shows has 
been able watch the growth of, say, 
Anderson’s and Helmick’s work, their 
inclusion here not very informative. 
can’t help wondering whether, just for 


the sake scope, the show might not 
have benefitted from greater number 
unfamiliar figures. course, it’s hard 
say for sure, since don’t know what 
was rejected from the show. may 
that the ICA still primarily concerned 
with guiding its members through the 
jungle contemporary art. But the artists 
themselves are ill-served any institu- 
tional practice that distracts them from 
the difficulties doing their best work 
arousing their anxieties about self- 
promotion, for the two concerns are 
antithetical.

flawed but enthralling summer 
entertainment,

shared pop-culture past. Watching the 
film, you can feel the challenge, the 
gamble that must have been lurking 


somewhere behind it: can the Twilight 
Zone formula, with its eerie blend the 
everyday and the otherworldly, satisfy 
audience that has come count 
the zap, crackle, and pop special 
effects? Spielberg and his cohort, all 
reared the Zone, cheat just bit 
they throw few zaps. Yet the 
filmmakers have also preserved the 
show’s innocence.

While still reeling from 
the Kafkaesque irony this transition, 
Morrow skips epochs again, this time 
the Deep South, where group white- 
hooded Klansmen try lynch him. Then 
we're off Vietnam, where platoon 
American soldiers shoots him rice 
paddy. was during the filming this 
scene that Morrow and two Vietnamese

awthorne couldn’t tolerate her, 
Emerson could never truly love 

her and yet remained un- 
whole without her, and Henry James 
couldn’t forget her: half-century after 
Margaret Fuller’s death wrote that the 
still plagued him. Like 
many woman genius, Fuller 
ally wished neither one nor the 
other; all her work has achieved, she 
worries aloud The Margaret Ghost, 
“self-doubt and superior strain 
headache.” Although Horace Greeley 
unconditionally declared her the most 
brilliant woman America, mid-19th- 
century Boston proved equivocal 
climate for bluestocking who knew 
Greek and Goethe but nothing about 
human anatomy warm her ideas 
but frigid her. Literary critic, war 
correspondent, champion women’s 


rights, and indefatigable chatterbox, Full- 
was woman capable great 
arrogance and great self-pity. She once 
confided group friends, now 
know all the people worth knowing 
America, and find intellect com- 
parable own.” 

Not easy woman reckon with, 
life history; yet Carole Braverman 
has done respectable job with the 
historical drama The Margaret Ghost, 
which currently production the 
Charlestown Working Theater.

Carmody’s audaciously colloquial 

The Miser ultimately dishearten- 

ing, but has bizarre integrity that 

few Moliére productions can match. 
The play bubbly cartoon which 
mean, penny-pinching father makes life 
miserable for his children one case 
forcing his daughter marry old 
but rich merchant who'll fork over for the 
nubile young goods, the other 
snatching for himself the sweetie 
which his son enamored. the 
surface the work sometimes shrill and 
heavy-handed, but good director can 
find the pocket despair that wafts 
about the stage like ominous zeppelin, 
settling now and again the fore. Money 
lust, you see, has subverted the most 


natural relationships, the bond be- 
tween parent and child exacerbating 
traditional rivalries and demolishing tra- 
ditional supports. 

The Miser really set cold, 
loveless world, and Carmody and his 
protagonist here called “Mr. Mean” 
and played Tim Wise evidently 
sense this. Wise’s miser cool and 
unredeemable: he’s saturnine Uncle 
Sam, flat and prosy and uncartoonlike; 
and when, trick confession out his 
son, pretends he’s not going marry 
the girlie after all, reclines his lawn 
chair and speaks with such fatherly 
gentleness that the scene and the per- 
formance acquire chilling power. The 
show has other fine moments, some 
them even comic. 
dynamited the verse, and the prosy 
rubble flecked with expletives and 
Americanisms. The change welcome. 
Moliére’s plays are usually done with 
British accents and British rhythms (or 
Richard Wilbur’s rhymed couplets), and 
costumed like Restoration com- 
edies updated Victorian England. 
The result turns Moliére into Congreve 
Wilde, and gives the characters 
flip, jaded quality that muffles the 
nastiness. 

Not this time. The opening moments

She loved far later 
life than she would have wished, and she 
died, the age 40, far too early 
though Elizabeth Barrett Browning, com- 
menting upon America’s social and 
political climate 1850, the year 
Fuller’s death, believed her friend better 
off out it.

Her voice entwined with 
pianist Michael musing, Erroll Garner-like 
lines, Jones captures the bar despair with 
chilling dynamics and phrasing that recall Billie 
Likewise, she her desperation 
“My Funny Valentine” when she sings “Your 
looks, they are laughable/Baby, they are unphoto- 
graphable/Still, favorite work art.” 
Helpless, she begs her restless lover “stay,” 
holding the note for seconds full anger, self- 
pity and tragic desire. 

Both “Hey, Bub” and “Rainbow 
Sleeves” point directly the stormy 
relationship. Originally intended for her second 
album, Pirates, “Hey, Bub,” with its spare piano 
and strings arrangement evokes the days when 
“the boy was love,” and Jones would “always 
know where be.” And “Rainbow Sleeves,” 
she sings, gives you wings/To carry 
each one your dreams,” though mercifully she 
adds that heart that has been broken/Will 
stronger when mends.” portrait painful 
experience, Girl Her Volcano most 
exultant work; she sings courageously about her 
quashed cockiness and her broken romanticism.

LETTING ALL OUT RECONSIDERED

The Vesuvius 
“one-way blast, angry eruption 
tantrum which individual family 
members can express their pent-up 
feelings rage and outrage accumulated 
during the course the day.” the 
Virginia Woolf, participants are 
encouraged insult each other fully, 
loudly, and dramatically possible, 
using sarcasm, exaggeration, and 
vulgarity.” 


Get mad, were told Primal 
Screamers, Gestalt and Esalen shrinks, 
and even few the trendier 
mainstream therapists. And did get 
mad. least tried. yelled our 
lovers, our parents, our kids, sometimes 
even our boss. When there was one 
around yell at, we, like Liza Minnelli 
Cabaret, shrieked unheard the subway 
roared past. spent thousands 
dollars therapists learn how “get 
touch with,” “deal with,” even 
“reclaim” our anger (if that didn’t make 
angry, nothing could have). And now 
they’re telling us, more less, was all 
for naught.

You can call situational, 
behavioral, even common sensical 
approach anger. You can also call 
old-fashioned, because, large extent, 
reaction against the all hang 
out” ethos the and Not all its 
practitioners are total agreement with 
one another; they don’t really constitute 

psychological thought. But 
what they have common moderate 
and moderating view, perspective that 


the way think about anger. 

The data anger have been 
accumulating for some time. But wasn’t 
until New York social psychologist 
named Carol Tavris pulled number 
studies together for new book, Anger: 
The Misunderstood Emotion (Simon and 
Schuster, 1983), new ideas became 
widely accessible. compiling the 
studies, Tavris found discrepancy 
between what the researchers had been 
finding and what therapists like Bach 
and Goldberg had been saying. She 
uncovered evidence that, instead 
making feel purged and peaceful, 
venting anger likely make feel 
angrier. She also found shortage 
evidence that suppressing strong feelings 
has the negative side effects have 
been led believe does. 

The idea that isn’t always the best 
thing scream and stamp your feet 
nothing new, course. Anger used 
the proscribed list was the mortal 
foe sweet reason, one the seven 
deadly sins and there remained for 
hundreds years. Then came Freud 
with his notions repression and 
sublimation, his contention that feelings 
kept just stay quiet and well- 
behaved. The master’s disciples, the neo- 
Freudians, argued that 
unexpressed either would eat away 
from the inside often leading 
depression and psychosomatic ailments 
would force itself outside some 
unexpected fashion. The 
“ventilationists” took these theories 
further. They advocated the “expression 
the total person,” asserted that 
guys” wreck lives (at least, the cover 
Creative Aggression did), and contended 
that should vent and vent like 
Neapolitan volcanoes characters 
Broadway bitch-fight. 

Tavris herself advocate 
return the seven-deadly-sins 
prohibitions release anger. She 
doesn’t argue that should never 
express strong feelings. But she does 
maintain that angry episodes are 
primarily events between people, rather 
than within people, and that they take 
their meaning from the effects they have 
the relationships between those 
involved. (She not talking about the 
kind anger that one might feel 
stage the process grieving fora 
loved one coming terms with deep 
trauma.) There are hard-and-fast 
rules, absolutes. “The question 
whether should should not express 
anger really political choice, moral 
choice, personal choice. not 
set medical psychiatric principles,” 
Tavris said interview. “The decision 
express anger depends the situation 
you are in. You can’t come with any 
universal ‘you should always express it’ 
‘you should never express 

Situational thinking about anger 
dismisses the neo-Freudian notion that 
emotional energy has fixed quantities, 
that have “reservoir” each 
emotion inside us. accumulate too 
much anger the reservoir, goes the old 
theory, will overflow and wreak havoc 
both mind and body. instead let 
out some our surplus anger, will 
have that wonderful, exhilarating feeling 
called catharsis. But according the new 
way thinking about anger, this 
metaphor is, well, 
“laughable” least, says Dr. 
Martin Jacobs, clinical psychologist 
who director psychology 
Waltham Hospital. None the 
therapists spoke with saw much merit 
the reservoir idea (though there are 
doubtless do). Actually, Dr. 
Jacobs prefers express the idea with 
the metaphor inner-tube tire: you 
build too much pressure, explodes, 
you have let little the air out 
other people. “Letting air out lettin 
feelings out not the answer,” asserts Dr. 
Jacobs. important dealing 
with the situation, dealing with conflict. 
And when you deal with conflict, you 
have consider resolution.” 

Without belief the inner-tube theory 
emotions, the idea that catharsis 
comes from letting out some the air 
your friends and neighbors has nothing 
support it. According the situational 
viewpoint, that feeling exhilaration 
all been led expect from 
ventilation will occur only see 
results resolution the conflict. And 
even then, may feel only quiet 
satisfaction. Tavris writes, “Yelling 
pumps your pulse rate while helping 


you nothing about the jerk 
bothering you.” 

One researcher quoted her book, 
Vladimir Konecni, has given three 
criteria for aggressive retaliation that will 
function catharsis. These can, 
course, apply anger well. 

The retaliation has directed 
the person who made you angry (or 
deserves the blame). 

The method retaliation has 
inflict just the amount harm you think 
the person deserves. 

Your act retaliation must not 
followed any counter-retaliation 
the target. 

Meet all three criteria, asserts Konecni, 
and have shot real-life 
catharsis. (In cases where not out 
just for pure revenge, probably like 
see some resolution the problem 
that got angry the first place, too.) 
The problem with this that there 
many situations which these criteria 
can all met. Retaliate against your 
spouse your boss and probably 
get right back your face. Tavris 
observes, one expression anger that 
seems meet all three criteria letter 
the editor. But have avoid 
publication (like this one) where writers 
are allowed respond print.

mine who recently lost her job very 
unjustly, she believes. She was enraged 
what had happened, but the same 
time was fearful the consequences 
confronting her ex-boss. she wrote the 
names her boss and his partner 
separate pieces paper and put them 
under the ice tray her freezer. 

“Those 
pieces paper will stay there forever.

But the 
method indirect that full-scale 
catharsis impossible. 

take another real-life example, 
which catharsis least some 
satisfaction possible. this case, 
the protagonist. couple years 
had roommate who was classic 
deadbeat. was invariably late 
paying the rent, postponed paying phone 
and utility bills from month month, 
and rarely kicked for food. Telephone 
shut-off notices would arrive, gas bills 
would pile up, and would often have 
lay out rent money for both the 
beginning the month. Usually shrink 
from confrontations all cost, but was 
starting get really mad. One day, when 
roommate came home from work, all 
feelings came raging the surface. 
yelled and screamed and though felt 
somewhat ridiculous, held ground. 
felt better instantly. 
roommmate reacted reasonably well 
the whole display and was more 
forthcoming with the bills least 
while. was never match made 
heaven, but anger seemed have 
communicated what wanted 
communicate, and with minimum 
nasty side effects. 

Was the reason felt better that had 
let some overflowing reservoir feelings 
spill over? certainly thought the 
time. But when asked Tavris about it, 
she had different view. “In case like 
this, the answer ‘Will feel better 
worse?’ depends entirely what the 
person you have expressed your anger 
will do,” she said. other words, 
roommmate had taken badly, told 
shut up, and refused pay the bills, 
then instead that good feeling had 
the end the episode, probably would 
have felt humiliated and powerless. 

Tavris didn’t entirely convince me, 
though. told Dr. Steven Berglas, co- 
Management Program Belmont, about 
the incident, too. Dr. Berglas asked 
was person who feared confrontation. 
admitted was. Dr. Berglas’s response: 
had survived confrontation without 
worst fears’ being realized, and “the 
exhilaration you felt probably had more 
with the pleasure not being 
retaliated against than the exhilaration 
letting out your Score another 
point for the new view. 

discussing situations like that one, 
these days therapists tend emphasize 
results. Did you get what you wanted? 
Did anger help you achieve it? Could you 
have gotten similar results without 
blowing off steam? always ask 
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patients whether not anger was useful 
and what their intention was making 
use says Dr. Judith Harwood, 
psychiatric social worker private 
practice Cambridge. 

Not everyone the psychological 
community favors such cold-blooded 
assessments anger, however. Dr. 
Carolynn Maltas, psychologist 
McLean Hospital, comes pretty close 
pooh-poohing them. Maltas does lot 
work with couples, and perhaps that 
gives her different perspective. Unlike 
Bach and Goldberg she doesn’t approve 
venting anger “because you feel 
And, like many the other therapists 
spoke with, she insists that some 
situations anger stands the test getting 
results, are the right times and the 
wrong times, there productive anger 
and nonproductive anger,” she says. 
“But expression anger sometimes 
essential.” 

her clinical work and research 
project “The Management 
Feelings” which she participated, 
Maltas has found that couples who didn’t 
express anger enough are common 
those who express anger too much. 

example the former kind, Dr. 
Maltas describes the relationship 
couple she saw therapy few years 
ago. The couple had made agreement 
when they married that either one could 
have sex outside the relationship. But 
when the wife finally did have affair, 
the husband was crushed. Because the 
agreement, felt say 
anything, even though was furious. 
kept silent. His wife, for her part, 
was overwhelmed his lack 
response. result, the couple never 
got mad each other; they just gradually 
drew apart and damped down their 
feelings. Everything became cordial, 
calm, and empty. Dr. Maltas’s analysis: 
the husband had blown up, 
would have gotten through her. 
not convinced would have driven her 
away had done that. They might have 
had big, knock-down, drag-out fight, 
but maybe they would have sorted 
something out that never would have 
been touched otherwise. Maybe that 
would have stopped them from drifting 
apart.” 

What would have happened the 
husband had just “reported” his anger 
feeling angry, upset,” etc.), instead 
blowing his top? Maltas doubts that 
this milder expression feeling would 
have worked. “If you talk rational, 
reasonable way about your 
‘disappointment’ use some term like 
that, doesn’t get the point across this 
type situation,” she maintains. her 
research project, Maltas says, she came 
across number families who often 
used emotionally loaded words but 
whose “nonverbal (including 
tone voice and gesture) was absolutely 
neutral while they spoke. She found this 
very disturbing. “You wonder what 
does people sit around and talk very 
rationally about being furious with one 
another without really getting furious,” 
she says. “I’m not sure that should 
goal. Intimate relations stir very 
strong feelings. I'm not convinced that 
you want drain the lifeblood out 
always being calm and rational. 
good fight sometimes. can really 
clear the air.” 

Tavris, however, attaches value 
“reporting” anger. “Verbal aggression,” 
she writes, “usually fails because riles 
the other person and makes him 
her inclined strike back, whereas 
description your state mind 
constitutes less attack, inspiring the 
other person make amends. She 
willing concede that calm, rational 
communication doesn’t get through, 
stronger methods may advised. 
“Saying that you are unhappy with 
someone because they don’t help with 
the dishes may work and get results with 
some people,” says Tavris. others 
may not pay attention until you seem 
appear flaming rage, flail your 
hands, and throw pot. Then they say, 
‘Oh, really angry. Why didn’t you 
tell 

Communication patterns like this may 
partly result cultural differences. 
Try your anger someone 
and chances are take you very 
seriously. There can significant 
differences even between families, since 
families tend almost private 
subcultures. one family, expressing 
anger may have terrifying results, 
occurrence. relationship, the couple 


bring with them their family 
backgrounds and their own ways 
handling and expressing anger. lot 
things see couples’ therapy are 
inability mesh two different styles 
not being able ‘read’ the other person 
because their whole communication 
feelings very different,” says Dr. 
Maltas. 

Among the most radical practitioners 
the situational approach anger are 
the cognitive behavioral therapists. They 
almost seem want abolish the 
troublesome emotion altogether 
reinterpreting perceptions anger- 
provoking events. These therapists 
emphasize that the emotions you feel 
usually depend how you interpret the 
situation which you feel them. Change 
the interpretation and you change the 
emotions. McLean Dr.Steven 
Berglas gives example: you are driving 
down the highway and suddenly 
Pontiac with propped-up rear tires, 
blackened windows, full exhaust, and 
bumper sticker that says “Women riders 
only” cuts you off. Most people would 
furious. But similar situation occurred 
which the vehicle that cuts you off was 
ambulance, your attitude likely would 
very different. The anger you felt 
the moment being cut off would 
quickly transformed into some other 
feeling understanding, tolerance, 
maybe even approval. Anger only 
interpretation, says Dr. Berglas, and 
you understand why the person did what 
did, you can interpret the matter 
otherwise. 

Therapists with this general 
orientation emphasize the relationship 
between self-esteem and anger. 
“Underlying lot irrational anger are 
assaults one’s self-esteem,” says Dr. 
Susan Shnidman, Lexington 
psychologist. “For example, you may 
angry bus driver for being rude. 
Why? two stops off the bus. 
But take assault our self- 
worth. all have control over this 
saying, ‘Is this person any position 
whatsoever judge self-esteem? 
Does make sense give them 
Fighting with someone 
giving them something. Anger implies 
investment.” Similarly, your boss 
giving you hard time work and you 
realize giving everyone hard time, 
that realization can defuse angry 
feelings. can restructure your 
feeling, such way that you feel 
your self-esteem the line, saying 
this guy isn’t rotten just tome, 
rotten everyone. everyone abused 
him, your personal sense violation 
diminished,” says Dr. Berglas. 

Clearly, anger can’t transformed 
into some other emotion every 
circumstance. There are other, more 
traditional methods defusing anger. 
The problem that they are usually 
indirect ways playing hard game 
squash tennis after stressful day, for 
instance. This kind activity doesn’t 
offer you any direct retaliation against 
wrongdoer, doesn’t solve any the 
problems that created stress and anger 
the first place but can put you 
some distance from your feelings. Dr. 
Shnidman explains it, aggressive sports 
and the like will not “get out your 
system.” Rather, she says, that game 
squash tennis can “allow your anger 
come off that peak the ‘observing ego’ 
can come into play instead the 
emotions.’ The same goes for the old 
tactic writing letters the objects 
your anger but never actually sending 
them. friend mine swears this 
approach. Dr. Shnidman disputes that 
actually purging his anger, though she 
allows that writing down grievances 
gives one some distance. “When you get 
all your feelings down paper,” she 
says, “the thoughts are not just running 
around your head anymore. This 
enables you back off bit and get 
some perspective.” 

Another popular way defusing 
anger talk out with someone. 
one the more controversial sections 
her book, Tavris takes aim this 
approach, arguing that talking out anger 
often makes you angrier. back her 
point, she refers research done 
aerospace plant San Diego that was 
laying off about 100 its engineers. 
Researchers asked the men series 
questions about the company, company 
supervisors, and themselves, 
attempt see whom they blamed for the 
loss their jobs. When the oral part 
the interview was completed, the men 
were asked write out report, again 
giving their opinions the role the 


themselves their dismissal. The 
researchers found that the written 
interviews, the men were more hostile 
toward the targets which their anger 
had focused the conversations. Tavris 
concluded that talking about had 
gotten them even more riled up. Adds 
Tavris, “What friends tend with one 
another not describe grievance but 
keep it, and on, and that just 
feeds the anger. Everyone knows people 
who are going through divorce, and 
that all they can talk about, and they 
enrage themselves.” 

That seems minority position, 
though. Dr. Berglas, for one, finds talking 
about anger and frustrations “very 
helpful.” provides both support and 
“validation” one’s feelings, says. 
does advise that the discussion 
“goal-oriented, not just lot 
ventilation.” Maybe those engineers 
were negative paper because the 
interviews were neither goal-oriented 
nor supportive. 

What about the negative effects our 
health and well-being all this 
suppression feeling, though? Drs. 
Bach and Goldberg wrote Creative 
Aggression, 
psychotherapists working with 
depressed individuals, one the first 
questions that needs asked is, ‘Who 
the depressed angry and 
feeling too guilty acknowledge 
express it?’ the instances 
particularly extreme depressions 
bordering suicidal impulses, the 
important question asked the 
psychotherapist is, ‘Who does this person 
want kill?’ Bach and Goldberg, 
course, accepted all the old notions that 
anger didn’t outward, went inward 
often taking the form depression. 
(The new anger theorists prefer leave

“It isn’t suppressed 
anger that causes symptoms, 
conflict,” says Dr. Dr. Jacobs 
says there open-and-shut case that 
people turn anger against themselves 
and then get sick.”

How find the Needham 
Antenna Farm 

The Needham Antenna Farm 
situated just off Route 128,

Never- 
theless, easy find: just start 
looking around you approach 
the junction 128 and the Mass. 
Pike. The four large towers that 
make the heart the farm are 
hard miss.

Motel.

only location the Boston area 
where towers (which gener- 
ally must over 1000 feet tall) 
could built.

The 
various signals emanating from 
the towers cause radar detectors 
act the car were suddenly 
being monitored from every con- 
ceivable angle.

boat. 

took the bus. The driver 
made hour-and-a-half de- 
lay over pitch-dark mountain 
roads while all bounced 
around our seats all night. 
friend was left scrounging the 
floor for his glasses after 
particularly bad bump. Another 
passenger was held out the bus 
door vomit while the driver 
sped on. 

told the boat from Bombay 
much more peaceful, and that’s 
how getting Goa ought be. 
The former Portuguese colony 
itself very relaxing. Its beaches 
rival anything Hawaii, and the 
pace life slower than 
almost any other resort. far, 
Goa’s beaches have escaped the 
high-rise hotels, expensive 
restaurants, condominiums, and 
boutiques that attach themselves 
like parasites places great 
natural beauty and turn them 
into cities like the ones 
trying escape from. 

Lack development made 
Goa haven for the counter- 
culture the ‘60s, rest stop 
the road ashrams and enlight- 
enment. Europe, the counter- 
culture has survived alongside 
the German Green party, and 
every winter, Goa inundated 
with Nordic freaks. 

Whereas Americans tend 
and many Australians take one- 
shot, one-year world tours, 
Europeans try stay three six 
months. It’s problem finan- 
cially. the off-season, house 
the beach town Chapora 
rents for 200 rupees (about $20) 
month. the Christmas peak 
month. 

Most Westerners bypass Old 
Goa, the Portuguese settlement 
where St. Francis Xavier 
buried, and head for the beaches. 
The town Calangute tra- 
ditionally the center the Euro- 
pean subculture. From the main 
square, half-mile-long road 
the beach passes few small 
hotels, restaurants, and stalls sell- 
ing 
clothing, and sandals. (Because 
labor plentiful, Indians tend 
consider handmade 
ferior machine-made goods, 
whose quality much more 
consistent.) 

Sugar Ray, budding capitalist 
traveling companion mine, 
wondered why one sold 


you ever Goa, take the 


soon found out: most Indians 
don’t wear bathing suits. Men 
walk along the beach long 
pants and long-sleeved shirts. 
Women wear long, flowering 
saris. They come see the hip- 
pies, tourists who have become 
tourist attraction. The hippies 
don’t wear bathing suits, either. 

Calangute about the only 
place the country where Indian 
men can leer naked 
blonde women. Here middle- 
class couples walk around point- 
ing out examples Western 
decadence, and evidently return 
home content with their less- 
affluent culture. Young Indian 
men react bit less sedately, 
might expected country 
where, until year two. ago, 
movie censors didn’t allow kiss- 
ing screen. 

Even so, the women-chasers 
are much less persistent than the 
money-chasers. Venders walk 
along the beach selling every- 
thing from “cold drinks” (the 
local term for tonic) clothing. 
Haggling expected. When you 
wave someone away, tends 
assume you just don’t like the 
opening price. This means you 
can buy beach mat first offered 
for for cents, you don’t 
mind waiting minutes for it. 

The venders who approached 
Sugar Ray and included two 
10-year-olds who tried, halting 
English, sell for 100 rupees 
vests that were worth more 
than one-third that. After 
taught them how say “150” 
English, that became their new 
starting price. You have watch 
your possessions that beach. 
The watches, wallets, and radios 
that other kids were selling 
looked distinctly used. did the 
Q-tips the itinerant ear-wash- 
ers, who for moderate fee 
would clean sand out your 
ears. 

For anyone who can get past 
the distractions the beach, the 
water beautiful. Calangute, 
with people every yards so, 
too crowded, Baga, two-mile 
walk down the beach, has fewer 
people and whiter sand. Anjuna, 
short motorcycle ride away, 
even more solitary. 

Rumor has that Calangute 
has declined since its heyday, 
the ‘60s, because animosity with 
the locals led exodus 
freaks Anjuna. Those reports 
even appear India: Travel 
Survival Kit, the 
bible and the most reliable and 
practical travel book India. 


However, few hours’ in- 
tensive research some 
Calangute’s open-air bars re- 
vealed that reports the town’s 
demise are greatly exaggerated. 
gownish friction, but big racial 
clash.

Mail safe 


The boom postal-box rentals

his year more than 6000 

Bostonians will down 

more than dozen local 
postal-box agencies and rent pri- 
vate postal boxes. times 
many boxholders years 
ago, and the number keeps going 
up. Some the ones you think 
when someone says “private 
postal box” need these boxes 
for mail they want 
receive home. But most rent 
boxes for such normal reasons 
not wanting their mail stolen 
from their apartment-house 
foyers. 

Still others run 
nesses citizen-action groups 
that use the mails lot; the 
organizations are too small 
support offices, and besides, 
much more convenient have 
packages and oversized letters 
delivered staffed box-rental 
establishment than have them 
arrive one’s house during 
exactly the hours when work- 
ing person least likely 
home. For this last group 
boxholders, agency can serve 
almost office. The staffer 
hand receives mail and, for 
small added charge, will answer 
phone calls and take messages. 
(Giving out the store’s number 
also safeguards one’s privacy.) 

Still, the titillation value 
postal boxes their bad 
reputation, depending your 
point view stems from those 
renters who use 
coordinate various sexual adven- 
tures. After all, many private 


postal-box agencies advertise 
the personals even though 
their owners say they advertise 
there only because that’s where 
readers expect find postal-box 
ads. 

Many people don’t expect 
find such ads all, for they still 
don’t know that you can rent 
postal box anywhere besides 
post office. Not too many years 
ago, there were few such boxes 
available, and they were used 
mostly sailors and wanderers 
who had homes but needed 
mailing addresses. The small- 
business demand for boxes was 
more than satisfied the mod- 
est number available local post 
offices. But the boom personal 
ads, growth the number 
mail-order businesses and other 
organizations that rely the 
mails, and increased rate 
theft mail have helped private 
agencies thrive. 

For secretive boxholders, the 
elusive address and coded name 
addressee what makes them 
attractive. Consider, for example, 
the camouflage needed one 
box renter who told me, 
operate gay-wrestling club. It’s 
out New York, but get mail 
here. don’t need people calling 
number that someone can 
newsletter which gay men 
advertise one another, what 
kinds wrestling they’re into 
love wrestling mainly.
